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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Martines-Serna Villagran et 
al taught away from using high amylopectin starches. However, the cited portion of the reference (c 5, 1 15-19) simply teaches the bad 
affects caused by overcooking the product. It does not state that amylopectin was undesirable. It simply describes how overcooking would 
cause the amylopectin to pregelatinize, which would be undesirable. Furthermore, the reference described many types of starches which 
possessed high amylopectin contenst such as waxy corn starch, warif barley, waxy rice starch, etc... It was commonly known that waxy 
starches pcrptfrJrjffeti i consist almost entirely of amylopectin. Clearly, tne reference did not teach away from high amylopectin starch. 
Applicant argues against the de Vries reference. However, it is not relied upon in the rejection. 
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
